good deal to do with the ease with 
wliich the car may be steered. 

On the smaller eR’’s the area of the 
tread that is In contact with the road 
surface Is so small tliat an improper 
design may cause little trouble. But 
when a hiuivy car settles down on Its 
tires, the driver finds himself called 
on for the exercise of constant atten¬ 
tion and effort to keep the car from 
swerving off the road, if the tread de¬ 
sign is improper type. 

One |)oint on wliich all motorists agree 
Is tliat the tires on the rear w’heels 
should lie of a good non-skid pattern 
I and timt tin? front tires slionid have a 
trend design that will keep tliem run¬ 
ning ahead in a 'straight line witli a 
minimum of steering efi'ort on the part 
of the driver. 

Tlie ideal tiro tread is one that can 
be used with egually good results on 
any wheel, either front or back. Given 
.such a tiro n motorist need carry 
only one spare, and his ear is nlwn.vs 
eveni.v hainneed. no matter what tire 
cliangos lie makes. But if one style I 
tread is used on tlie front wheels and I 
another on tlie rear, the motorist will 
nsnally carry two spares, one of each 
type. Having two types furnishes a 
furtlier complication wlien it is de¬ 
sired to shift partly-worn thus from 
the liardworking rear wheels to tlie 
front W’heels, In order to get a few 
tiiousnnd miles more wear out of them 
liefore tliey go to the scrap lieap. The 
non-skids used on the rear may not 
lie suited for front wheel purpose.s. I

The 
was prevented liy legal liml'ttSulns 
from supplying .such conveniences and 
the American .Red Cro.§s was gsked 
fd take part In the W6rk, Through 
this arrflpgemeiiA Jjhgusands of service 
ASSffred that In their fight 
against sickness or disability the in¬ 
terest of the “Greatest Mother” would 
not wane. 

In May, 1919, there were twenty-five 
hospitals being operated by the public 
health service. Today there are fifty, 
with six scheduled soon to open. The 
original bed capacity has been In¬ 
creased five times. With the expan¬ 
sion of the work, the Red Cross has 
increased its activities and at present 
Is providing medical social service In 
all hospitals of the public health 
service. 

It has furnished hospital supplies, 
clothing for the men and material for 
bead work, ba.sketry and other forms 
of occupational therapy. It maintains 
workers In the offices of the district 
supervisors of the public health serv¬ 
ice, where the men are interviewed 
and examined and where they file their 
claims for disability.
